DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 8-23, 25-63 and 65-84 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches placing a stent on a mounting assembly and applying a coating thereto. The 
mounting assembly having a first member, second member and third member. The third 
member has an open pore system (see Taylor et al. (US 62141 15). 

3. The prior art also teaches using a coating device which is formed of a material 
which can be impregnated with a coating solution thereby absorbing excess coating 
solution (see Mino et al. 2003/0104129 paragraph 0035). 

4. The prior art fails to teach that the second or first member has pores thereon to 
catch excess coating or that the pores have an open and closed end to provide a closed 
in pore system, the member has an absorbing layer or is made of an absorbent 
material.
